Those Plastics? 


ORE and more plastic 

materials are appearing in 

the shops and many of you will 

want to know how they can be 
used, how to clean them, etc. 


Here ure some of = your possible 
questions with the answers:-— 


How can Ff tell a “good buy" in 
ptastic from a not-so-good? 


Hold the fabric to the light. It 
should, be completely: transiucent and 
free from dark patches. Avoid pieces 
that shaw blotches or uneven colour- 
ing 

What binding should 1 use when 
_ Making up plastic material? 


Always use a piece ‘of plastic it- 
self. Tape or bias binding har no 
elasticity and is likely to tear away 
from the material. F 


Hef buy. a plastic macintosh, will 
tt tear? : 


Not if you are careful. The dan- 
ger point Is nat the armholes, so be 
unusually careful in putting it on 


and taking it off. You can get a 
plastic cape, instead of a macintosh, 
if you prefer, and avoid this dan- 
sor. ( . 

If possible use press studs instead 
of buttons, which are apt to come 
nawny with any extra pull. 


How dof tednh plastic materiala? 


The self-colours wash casily in the 
ordinary way, and should need nu 
lroning. On-no account use a hot 
iron on any plastic or the fabrie will 
melt awny. 

If you find that some ironing is 
necessary after wnshing, use only 
au very cool iron. : 

The . patterned , varieties ‘should 
merely be sponged ‘down, not rubbed 
hard. Scrubbing may remove the 
design. ;
